“Your boyfricnd’s a 
homo. isn" he?" said a young actress 
who'd flirted with Jack unsuccessfully 
all cvening. “Too bad he’s an 
alcoholic.” said a host who had plied 
Jack with drinks a1 a lerary parly on 
Park Avenue. For a few weeks there 
were rumours in Hollywood that On 
the Ruud would go for $100,000 in a 
movie deal negotiated by Sterling 
Lord. ("The Lord is my agent. f shall 
no1 wanl." Jack quipped. and in his 
mind blew the whole bundle on a 
housc for Mêmêèêre nıuch grander than 
anything she'd cver imagined. lo which 
her son Baron Jcan Louis Lebris 
Kerouac would return aficr a Iri- 
umphal flight to the West Coasl where 
he ‘would hobnob with Frank Sınaira — 
they would join their masculine voices 
in, song, astonishing 1he bored blonde 
sıarleıs in {he cocktail loungecs of 
Beverly Hills.) 

In Jack's old haunts on Bleecker 
Street and MacDougal. in the San 
Remo and 1he Kettle of Fish. the 
subicrraneans whispered to each othcr 
thai Jack Kerouac had sold out, would

Times Square street corner In 
1947 by the hipster-angel Herbert 
Huncke in some evanescent moment 
of exalled exhaustion, büt resonating 
later in Jacks mind, living on to accrue 
new meaning, connccling finally with 
the Catholic, Latin beutific..

No one had much patience for 
derivations by 1957.

Panic has no place in the Swedish 
soul, but the continuing intrusions 
by Soviet submarines into Swedish 
waters are causing deeper anxiety in 
Stockholm than has been felt since 
the Second World War.

Sir. Your correspondence about 1he 
constitutional position in the event 
of a hung Parliament has been. for 
the most part, misconceived it that 
it has been hinged rather on the right 
of a prime minister to demand a 
dissolution rather than the duty of 
the Monarch 10 accept or reject such 
advice, which is the nub of the 
matter. 

According to long-established 
principle of our unwritten Consli- 
tution it is the Queen's duly lO 
accept the advice of her ministers on 
matllers within their constitutional 
competence. afier offering such 
warning as she may think proper. It 
is likewise her duty to accepl the 
advice of her prime minister on a 
dissolution of Parliament when the 

vernment enjoys a majority in the 

ouse of Commons, or. less 
imperatively, when having enjoyed 
a majority it loses ifl for whalever 
reason. But when the government 
has not had a majority after a 
general election her duty is far less 
plain and absolute. 

To dissolve or not {o dissolve is 
not then. prima facie. a matter 
within the constitutional com- 
petence of such a govemmcnt. but is 
a matter of Crown prerogative. 

Precedent establishes that the

Third World aid 
in perspective 


From Professor Lord Bartcr, FB. 
and Professor Basil Yurmey, FBA 

Sir, We cannot here reply to all the 
points raised in the correspondence 
commenting on our article (April 
1H. But some clarifications may be 
helpful. 

As we made clear, we were 
discussing ofîcia/ aid and neither 
private capital flows nor the work of 
charitable organizations. AS is 
generally understood. official aid 
consists of translers from goverm- 
ment to government. directly or 
through official intemational organi- 
zations. We were cerlainly not 
arguing that personal contributions 
to charities should be reduced. Non- 
polinicised charities have achieved 
good results in the Third World. 

We did no1 deny that specific 
projects financed by aid could be 
highly productive: and the recital of 
such instances does not affecl our 
analysis, Are our critics impiying 
that these projects would not have 
been undertaken without aid? If so. 
this would be a serious reflection on 
the priorities and preferences of aid- 
recipient governments. In any case. 
most of them restrict the inflow of 
private resources, the short supply of 
which in their own countries is said 
10o be the justification for official aid. 

What is the “binding cement” 
that unifies the Third World (letler. 
April 18) other than organized 
pressure for aid? For instance, il 
cannot be such matters as multi- 
nationals, colonialism or the terms 
of irade. The poorest countries and 
regions within the Third World not 
surprisingly have few or no external 
contacts, and several have not been 
colonies. 

It is obvious that the inflow of 
official aid increases total spending 
in the recipient countries (letters. 
April 14). The substan ve point iS. 
however, whether 1his necessarily 
promoles development or relieves 
poverty. This is what we considered. 
The receipt of official aid (or of 
government revenues from the 
development of domestic natural 
resources) neither ensures economic 
advance nor the amelioration of the 
lot of the poorest. We explained why 
the former has so ofien had adverse 
effects in the Third World.

THE ANVIL OF ARGUMENT 


Free and fair elections lie at the 
very heari of parliamentary 
democracy. The secret ballot has 
an inherent unpredictability 
about it which courses through 
the body politic, disturbing 
Ministerial complacencv, and 
cxciling political imaginations, It 
is a form of procedural crisis in a 
system whose democratic free- 
dûms are necessarily enshrined 
and guaranteed by procedure. 
That unpredictability may have 
been somewhat reduced by 
opinion polls, but not entirely 
eliminaled so it is a risk Mrs 
Thatcher has taken now — a 
calculated risk. maybe, but still a 
risk.

Art Deco glass sculpture fetches £14,275 in Geneva 


A two-foot chunk of unevenly 
shaped ciear glass with a carved 
face emerging from it, the work 
of Aristide-Michel Colotte, 
proved the most sought after 
item in Christie's main spring 
auction of Art Nouveau and Art 
Deco in Geneva on Sunday. An

Britain's pension fund 
managers are not inter= 
ested in at the moment, it 
is piling money into South 
African investment. To 
start with, British inyes- 
tors traditionally have 
disproportionate holdings

So, however much they 
may detest interference 


with their freedom of 
action, the funds are likely 
to have some sympathy 
with the TUC's new guide- 
lines to pension fund 
trustees on South Africa. 
These urge union trustees

One 
concerned American fund 
had to send an observer on 
a five week trip to make 
any claim to monitoring 
stand up. 


The main direct interest 
is South Africa is gold 
shares. In other circum- 
stances, barring these 
might really affect fund 
member. But the TUC 

idelines would not affect 
nvestment in bullion, 


which is just as good for 
South Africa but earn no 
income for fond members.
